There is just one inescapable | 
conclusion. 
It is that someone with the 


Molotov’s position. 

There was an earlier parallel. 

In the beginning, once Stalin 
was dead, there were three men 
who seemed to rule. They were 
Beria, head of the secret police, 
Molotov and Georgi Malenkov, 
who had been closest to Stalin. 

Beria had the greatest power. 
He was executed. 

Malenkov was caused to stand 
before the Communist delegates, 
only a few weeks after coming | 
to power, and confess failure in 
the direction of agriculture. 

He was not killed. He has re- 
mained in the picture. But, he 
lost face. 

Now, they have done the same 
for the oldest Bolshevik of them 
all—Molotov—he who has served 
them so well. 

Both he and Malenkov likely | 
will continue to remain in the 
picture. Molotov may even go to 
Geneva on the 27th of this 
month. 

But, for the time being Khrush- 
chev, Secretary of the Party 
(Stalin’s old post), and Marshal 
Bulganin remain intact. 

The experts on Soviet affairs 
in Washington believe that for 
the time being there will be no 
fight for power between these 
two. The theory is that General 
Zhukov, President Eisenhower's 
old World War II friend, can 
swing it either way by placing 
the army behind the chosen one,

But, the army is not I 
to want war. 

The thinking is that the army, 
made up of young men from 
peasant families, wants peace. 
The Communists believe their 
way is sure to succeed—because 
of the great masses of discon- 
tented populations in the world. 
They believe that by encourag- 
ing the disruptive elements in 
Asia, Africa and the Orient, they 
can win without war.

Once again the attention of the peo- 


ple of Georgia is called to the fact they 


are picking up the check for politicians 
who are rewarding “friends” with tax 
money. 

The Associated Press reports that Bibb 


County, by asking for bids, is buying 
gasoline for its public vehicles at almost 


four cents a gallon less than the State 
of Georgia is paying. Motor oil is being 
bought at an even greater percentage 
reduction. 
Bibb County does this through com- 
petitive bidding. 
according to its purchas- 


partment officials, gives its busi- 
ness to friends of the incumbent admin- 
istration without bids. 

Presumably these “friends” are those 
who made campaign donations of size. 

We ask the citizens to ask themselves 
if they believe it fair to make them repay, 
out of their taxes in gas and oil profits, 
the money put up for campaign purposes. 

The Associated Press reports that: 

“Bibb County paid 20.83 cents per gallon 
for its gasoline bought through competitive 
bids on Sept. 19 and on Sept. 29. 

‘The state currently is paying 24.7 cents 
a gallon for ethyl gasoline (3.87 cents a gal- 
lon more than Bibb County), according to 
State Purchasing Agent C. Lawton Shaw. It is 
paying 23.6 cents per gallon for regular gaso- 
line, ranging down to 23.3 in some areas: 

Will the state administration continue 
to reward friends or will it make a long- 
delayed step toward economy and good 
government by honest competitive bid- 
ding which will save the taxpayers money 
and still enable dealers to make a legiti- 
mate profit?

Archaeologists To Dig 
In Another Great Ruin 


The ruins of the great Mayan city of 
Tikal will be cleared of jungle growth 
and the detritus of time and restored. 

Located in El] Peten, the most north- 
ern and inaccessible province of Guate- 
mala, Tikal is one of the many fantastic 
pre-Columbian ruins of Middle and Latin 
America. A few, such as Chichen Itza on 
the Yucatan peninsula, have been thor- 
oughly explored by archaeologists, and 
restored to the point where tourists may 
get some idea of the flourishing civiliza- 
tion that was here before the Europeans 
moved in and took over. 

The University of Pennsylvania has 
adopted Tikal as its project with the con- 
sent and help of the government of Guate- 
mala. The old city is believed by archae- 
ologists to be the largest and probably the 
most important. of the Mayan, or any 
other indigenous civilization, including 
that of the Incas of Peru. 

The Mayans, Aztecs, Incas, and other 
races of Middle and South America built 
beautiful cities of elaborately carved stone 
to serve as their religious and political 
centers. Some were abandoned, perhaps 
because the soil became exhausted in the 
area tributary to the city. Others were 
flourishing when the Spaniards arrived 
and served as bases for their new colonial 
cities. 

Many were destroyed during the fire 
and thunder of the conquest. Lost, too, 
were the keys to the hierog|yphics which 
must tell the history of these cities and

people. No modern man has read these 
carved records, and probably won't until 
a key, another Rosetta stone is found, 
buried somewhere in the ruins of a Tikal. 

Their mystery is part of their fasci- 
nation. Why were these cities built, and 
why did they decay? From where came 
the legend of the benevolent white- 
skinned god that made the Spanish con- 
quest so easy? Did the ancestors of these 
Americans cross the seas from Asia, or 
is it possible that man originated in the 
fertile lands and friendly climate of 
tropical America? 

Perhaps the answer to these and hun- 
dreds of other questions lies buried in 
Tikal, or another great ruin in the jungle 
fastness. Each exploration adds a little 
to the sum of knowledge concerning these 
pre-European American civilizations. 
Some day the whole story may be known. 


California Ma y Decide

The scramble within the GOP for the 
1956 nomination is beginning in earnest. 
Developments during the past few days 
indicate that it will be a repeat per- 
formance, with factionalism drawing a 
clear line between the Old Guard and the 
moderates of the Eisenhower wing. 

At present the battle seems to be cen- 
tered in California. In a Los Angeles 
interview last Thursday, Gov. Knight an- 
nounced his opposition to Vice President 
Nixon and to Knowland on the 
grounds that neither can win.

WASHINGTON—The shape of our old pre-Geneva world was domi- 


nated by a military equation. 


The United States possessed a monopoly in atomic weapons and 


the Soviet Union possessed. superior 


The power frontiers of the West- 
ern and Eastern worlds reflected 
this situation, 

Soviet land power drove a salient 
deep into the heart of Europe. The 
NATO alliance permitted the Unit- 
ed States to flank this Soviet sa- 
lient by air bases, 

By 1952 the two types of force 
were in equilibrium. The Soviet 


salient and the Western flanking 
bases had produced a_ military 
stalemate. 

Since 1952 a new type of mili- 


tary stalemate has superseded the

Western air power and_ Soviet 
land power. It is enforced instead 
by the mutual deterrent power of 


atomic weapons possessed by both. 

When the Democrats left office 
in Washington in 1953 they thought 
it necessary to the security of the 
United States to try to maintain 
superiority in atomic weapons. 

That concept has been aban- 
doned. It is frankly admitted by 
the Defense Department in Wash- 
ington today that Soviet air power 
is ahead of the United States in 
some respects; that the Soviets 
may achieve the intercontinental 
ballistic missile before the United 
States does. 

The emphasis in Washington's 
military planning is no longer on 
maintaining a lead over the So- 
viets but only on maintaining suf- 
ficient ‘‘deterrent’’ power to de- 


prive the Soviets of an opportun- 


ity to strike the United States 
without being struck a damaging 
blow in return. 


power in infantry and artillery. 


The mutual ability of the Soviet 
Union and the United States to 
damage each other seriously is the 
dominant feature of the new 
emerging pattern in international 
relationships. Each can deter the 
other and does. A new military 
stalemate has come into being and 
the Geneva Conference was _ the 
political reflection of this new mil- 
itary stalemate. 

If Geneva means anything at all, 
it means that each recognizes the 
aeterrent power of the other and 
that, therefore, atomic war has 
become unthinkable as the solu- 
tion of their differences. As Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said, ‘‘Thereé is 
no longer any alternative to 
peace.”’ 

This is the basis of all the 
change which is taking place in 
the world today. 

For the first time in many, 
many centuries, war no longer can 
be a “continuation of policy by 
other means,”’ as Clausewitz de- 
fined war. So long as the stale- 
mate of atomic deterrent power 
exists, War is not accepted by ei- 
ther side as a last resort. The 
policies of the great powers must 
be pursued short of war. Only 
small countries that do not possess 
atomic weapons can be permitted 
to resort to war. There can be 
police actions, local and limited 
wars. There cannot be’ general 
war fought to total decisions by 
unlimited means. Unlimited war, 
atomic weapons, and organized so- 
ciety as we know it have ceased 
to be compatible.

House saw the Sidewalk of 
States was not going to work. 
Some of the stones were polished. 
Suppose someone suddenly should 
slip on a slick slab, he might sue, 
If the walk were laid with in- 
scribed stones from 48 states, vis- 
itors would be stopping to read 
the inscriptions, That would cre- 
ate a traffic problem. 


So the ‘‘Stones of the States’’ 
are now displayed on a long, low 
table. That is, all except one. 
The Massachusetts boulder, which 
looks like a chip off the old block 
at Plymouth Rock, is on the 
ground. No one knows exactly 
how it arrived at Warm Springs. 
No one has.attempted to lift it 
to the table. Custodian Smenner 
may be waiting for Paul Ander- 
son. 


Every state is represented in 
the rock collection except Idaho. 
That state has. stirred itself to- 
ward filling the blank. Georgia 
is there twice —in pink marble 
and Elberton granite. 

Some visitors fuss about the 
rock specimens sent from their 
home states. In some cases they 
have sent replacements. The IIli- 
nois people didn’t like the rock 
in the rough, even if it did have 
historical association with. Abra- 
ham Lincoln. They substituted 
limestone carved in the shape of 
the Sucker State. A woman's 
club in New York was unhappy 
about the unfinished specimen 
representing their state. They 
have replaced it with New York 
in outhne, carved and inscribed. 

A Louisianan was so irked by 
the little piece of ironstone bear- 
ing the La. label that he took 
it from the table and threw it 
to the ground. The folks in Lou- 
isiana say it’s almost impossible 
to find a bigger boulder back 
home. Tne mineral of which they 
have most is oil. 

Bill Poole, the Greenville, S.C., 
Rotarian, feed dealer and former

Actually the administration faced the same kind of acute problem 
in 1954 because of a moderate but politically exploitable unemployment. 


In last year’s ‘‘unemployment 
crisis’ — which was purposely 
exaggerated by some — the ad- 
ministration stood by its principles. 
Despite political pressure and 
temptation, despite the oncoming 
congressional election, the admin- 
istration did not rush precipitous- 
ly into a large program of made 
work and mass scale deficit spend- 
ing. It refused to be panicked into 
throwing its own economic prin- 
ciples out the window. Its course 
has now been proved prudent, 
sound and equal to the need. 

Now the administration is faced 
with exactly the same kind of de- 
cision because of a decline in 
farm prices of about the same pro- 
portion as the decline in employ- 
ment in 1954. Only this time the 
political pressures are greater be- 
cause so much of rock-bottom Re- 
publican voting strength stems 
from states with large farm pop- 
ulations. 

This time the political tempta- 
tions are greater because both the 
presidency and the Congress are 
at stake at a time when a small 
shift of votes could turn the re- 
sults either way. 

And at this time and at this 
stage the Eisenhower cabinet — 
without Mr. Eisenhower present— 
is divided. So far it has been un- 
able to reach a sufficiently united 
decision so that Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra T. Benson can pri- 
vately know or publicly affirm

Disagree on Power 


WASHINGTON—An interesting division has de- 
veloped in the Eisenhower administration's inner 
circles over water resource conservation policy and 
the responsibility the federal government should exercise i 


that the administration will con- 
tinue to stand behind its own farm 
policy. There are some in the cabi- 
net who are so jittery over the 
farm vote that they want to ‘do 
something’ — as they say — 
which means they want to ‘‘do al- 
most anything’ to show that they, 
not the Democrats, are the farm- 
ers’ best friends. 

Obviously these do-something, 
do-nothing members of the cabinct 
do not say — would not say -- 
that they want to retreat from 
the administration’s basic farm 
policy. They just want to retreat 
from it without saying so. They 
know that Secretary Benson will 
take short-term, emergency meas- 
ures to deal with real crisis con- 
ditions if they develop. But they 
suspect that Mr. Benson will not 
go far enough soon enough, so that 
the Democrats will appear to be 
outbidding them. 


And that is perfectly true. He 
won't — not any more than the 
President did in dealing with the 
decline of employment in 1954. He 
holds that a government-managed 
farm economy is no more possi- 
ble in its competitive enterprise 
system than a government-man- 
aged industrial economy and that 
steps which lead continuously 
away from bringing farm produc- 
tion into balance with consump- 
tion will end by hurting the Amer- 
ican farmer, not benefitting him.

It held that the 
Interior Department under the law 
must permit a cooperative and 
municipal group in Georgia to get 
preierence in purchase of electric- 
ity from the government dam 
across the Savannah River at 
Clark Hill above Augusta. 

The 37 cooperatives and munici- 
palities, banded together in the 
Georgia Electric Membership 
Corp., have been pushed around 
and plagued by delays and pro- 
posals and. counterproposals by 
the Georgia Power Co., which, it- 
self, is seeking to control the pow- 
er and its distribution from the 


government dam built at the tax- 
payers’ expense. The higgling and 
haggling has gone on interminably 
at numerous Interior Department 
conferences with the utility. It 
was the prodding of Asst.

At least that was the conclusion I was forced to draw when I 
undertook to prepare my own children for observance of United 
Nations Week, which started yesterday. I was even surprised 
that the United Nations had been around so long. Ten years...

ee oY yet the United Nations’ aims and accomplishments, 
when you look into them a bit, are as personal and a sight more 
important to my family and yours than the 54 cents a year it 

s us to support it. ; 
eae yh ~ who complained the other day about his tax 
money going out of the country made me a little sick. If one of 
those 15 imprisoned American fliers the U.N. got out of Red 
China last summer had been his boy I expect he would have con- 
sidered the work of the U.N. cheap at any price. 


Objecting to sending your 54 cents a year out of the country 
seems a little preposterous to people who have sent their sons 
and husbands out of the country to fight wars. 


For anybody who is interested in a factual account of what 
the U.N. has accomplished and what it is still struggling to ac- 
complish, there’s plenty of literature to be had on the subject. 

There’s a thing called “A United Nations Audit’ which at- 
tempts to show frankly where the U.N. has hit and where it has 
missed. It lists the political problems which have been met and 
solved—trouble in Iran in 1946, guerrila warfare along the bord- 
ers of Greece in 1946; mediation of the dispute between Indonesia 
and the Netherlands in 1947; armistice agreements between Israel 
and Egypt, Lebanon and Jordon in 1949; Berlin blockade lifted 
in 1948; Korean emergency from 1949 to 1991. 


It goes into social and economic achievements—relief as- 
sistance for thousands of refugees, milk and medicine for children 
in wartorn countries, and help to underdeveloped nations in set- 
ting up industries and improved farming plans. 


“Debits and Unsettled Problems” are fully treated. Some 
of those discourage you a little but then you re-read the United 
Nations charter and you rejoice that the organization was formed 
and after 10 years stands and fights for those aims. 

“To save succeeding generations from the scourge of war’’ 
... “Teo reaffirm faith in fundamental human rights, in the 
dignity and worth of the human person, in the equal rights of 
men and women and of nations large and small’’ .., 

What had you rather spend your 544 cents for?

Rabbi David Marx, she added, 
helped with, the organization, 


ana for years afterwards he was 
an honorary member of the 
council. 

One of the first big projects 
of the council, Mrs. Sommer- 
field said, was to organize a 
nonsectarian free kindergarten 
in one of the poorer sections of 
Atlanta She worked as secre- 
tary of the kindergarten commit- 
tee. 

‘During the First World War, 
I represented the council on the 
Red Cross board Council mem- 
bers helped out at the hospital. 
And many times we'd go out to 
the camps and carry the boys 
a fried ‘chicken dinner,” 

Born in Atlanta during the 
days of Reconstruction, 86-year- 
old Mrs. Sommerfield lived first 
on Whitehall street, then “a 
lovely part of town.”" — . 

“We lived next door toe Joel 


Chandler Harris,’’ she remi- 
nisced. “Every Christmas we'd 
go over to his home for the tree 
and get our presents there. You 


know, back then no one ever 
thought he’d be famous. 


“He gave me a_ book of his 
stories for a graduation presént. 
I kept it here on the table for 
years, but not long ago it just 
disappeared. 

‘‘When I was a child,” she con- 
tinued, ‘“‘we used to visit in 
Crawfordville. Alexander Ste- 
phens lived next door to.the peo- 
ple we visited, and he used to 
take me up into the wheelchair 
with him and tell me about his- 
tory.” 

Mrs. Sommerfield, who mar- 
ried a week after the council 
was formed, has one son, Allen 
Sommerfield.

“I worked with the council up
